Lecture On Economic - 
Question! 

CAUSES DISCUSSED 

Rise^And Fall In Trade And 
Industry Hinders Steady 
Work 



Only a world-wide organization to 
control Industrial fluctuation can 
cope with the. vital problem ot un- 
employment. This wa« the conclu- 
sion arrived at by Professor L. C. 
Marsh, Director of the Social Science 
Ileaearch Council at McGIll, in his 
lecture, yesterday, 'on "Types and 
Causes of Unemployment", held at 
• the Central T.M.C.A. This beslns a 
series of six weekly talks by Pro- 
fessor Marsh on the various phases 
of unemployment — Its causes and 
remedies. 

In considering the subject, the four 
';jadJeotives, complex, communal, per- 
'manent and international should be 
kept In mind. The problem Is, ' by 
no, means, an Individual ' one and 
, must be dealt with by suoh organiza- 
tions as. the League of Nations, in 
co-operation with smaller local bodies. 
Furthermore, unemployment is , not 
peculiar to times of dépression, ànd° 
is' experiéncod more or less by every 
senoration. 

Causes of Unemployment 
Diverse causes bring about and 
maintain unemployment. There la 
the dally fluctuation on the labour 
market, which chiefly affects the un- 
skilled, un-organlzed worker. Nearly 
every employee is at one time or an- 
other laid off due to seasonal ' con- 
ditiqns in his Industry. 'S:' .V: '

foreign trade and monetary systems.
